Belle Glade’s Police Force is 
“quality folks” by national 
and State comparisons, and by 
the records of accomplishment! 

The Florida Citizens Safety 
Council and the National Safety 
Council awarded the City rec- 
ognition in 1950 and again in 
1953 for a record of “no traffic 
deaths.” 

In’52 a night driver “yumped 
the track” by leaving the road 
in front of the Water Works and 
stopping against the front steps 
of the house just east of the 
water tank. It developed that 
his passenger had suffered a 
broken back, even though the 
car had not turned over, and he 
had backed it away from the 
steps under its own power. The 
sad part of that accident is that 
the passenger, an aged preacher 
had deserted one taxi driver 
who was bringing him home 
from Pahokee at too fast a\clip. 
His benefactor was a bit care- 
Jess too. 

Patrolman Carl Williams, 
whose uniformed duty is at the 
school house, has a record to up- 
hold — there's been no serious 
injury there in seven years. 
Mrs. Ed Lively, former PTA 
President says: “No, we can't do 
with less traffic contro} than we 
have at the school. The presence 
of this officer there, his ef 
cient and considerate ‘handling 
of traffic and the Patrol boys 
has certainly paid off — to our 
children.”

So many people have written 
me to inquire of its provisions 
which affect our elder citizens— 
those living on fixed income in 
retirement — that I had prepar- 
ed a special study of the new 
code as it affects them: (This 
study is avialable for publica- 
tion and I am prepared to meet 
editors’ requests for copies. The 
zummary is about 2,000 words 
but can be condensed.) 

No new tax rate cut has re- 
sulted from the re-codification, 
but there are reductions in the 
tax bill for many citizens. For 
example, there are more liberal 
medical expense allowances, a 
more favorable formula for 
farmers’ expense charge-offs, a 
better dependency deduction, a 
long sought relief for working 
mothers, and a firm advantage 
for older citizens in making re- 
tirement income.

“Turn about is fair play.” 

The plan at the. time this 
column is being written is to do 
some travelling during the next 
several weeks. It is to be a busi- 
negs-and-pleasure trip. If auto- 
mobile and expense money hold 
oiit, then considerable territory 
may be recovered. The idea is to 
see how others are doing with 
boats, fishing, hunting, crops, 
the weather, conservation - in 
general, mountain climbing, 
swimming, conversation, and 
what not.

Well sir, 
when I took the waders down 
oft a shelf a hundred roaches 
“took off" in every. direction 
and I quickly discovered they'd 
eaten the (plastic) waters full 
of holes! I hung them in an or- 
ange tree, turned the hose on 
them, filled them with» water 
to check the leaks; they were 
hopelessly chewed up, I left 
them hanging in the orange tree 
and a couple of days later, pass- 
ing by, I noted that just about 
all the roaches the area had con- 
verged upon them and were eat- 
ing my waters up. Who ever 
thought roaches liked plastic 
waders so well?

“We start at $3 for a year’s fish- 
ing license,” the conservation of- 
ficer_had told me, “and resi- 
dents of most states can get 
our non-resident, yearly license 
for that figure.. What state are 
you from?" When I said “Flor- 
ida,” he shook his head sadly 
and said: “We have to charge 
you what you charge residerits 
of this state for a fishing license 
when they visit Florida — that 
will be $10.50 please!”

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON FOR SEPTEMBER 5, 1954 
BASED ON THE INTERNATIONAL BIBLE LESSONS 
|LESSON SUBJECT — Growth Through Useful Work 
|SCRIPTURE — Clossians 3:23-24; I Thessalonians 4:10b-11; 
| II Thessalonians 3:6-13 
By Bob Lanier 

“But we beseech you, brethren, that ye increase more and 
| more; and that ye study to be quiet, and to do your own business, 
land to work with your own hands, as we command you"—I 
| Thessalonians 4:10-11. Minding your own business, Not so filled 
| with curiosity that you find yourself entirely neglecting your own 
| affairs, in order that you might know all about the other fellow 
and what he is doing. Some folks are natural born meddlers. 
Not happy unless they are meddling in.the affairs of others, in 
| spite of the exhortation given above. Now, it is apparent that 
some of the Christian people at Thessalonica were much con- 
cerned over the early return of Christ, so much that they had dis- 
continued working at their daily occupations and were spending 
their time meddling around and stirring up the people about 
being ready for the return of Christ. 

The neglect of their ordinary duties had caused some of them 
to become dependent on the Charity of those who continued to 
work. This condition, no doubt, had some bearing on this par- 
ticular writing. He proposed that they “live quietly, minding 
theif” own affairs. That they work with their hands. This, of 
course, does not mean that there are not honorable ways of mak- 
ing a living, other than with the hands. It so happens that the 
people to whom Paul was.writing were probably handicraftsmen 
of one kind or another, and this letter was appropriately and 
primarily directed to them. 

Pau] attached importance to'working quietly, that; “You may 
commandthe respect of outsiders", and further the Scripture 
tells us that along with our work *Let your speech be always 
with grace, seasoned with salt, that ye may know how ye ought to 
answer every man”. What a lesson for us today, although these 
words, spoken many, many years ago, are living today and should 
occupy the hearts of all believers. 

Faith and works go together and Paul makes the law stern 
indeed to those who refuse to work, In fact, so stern, that he 
says; “If any one will not work; let him not eat". What a great 
place the world would be, if every one heeded this stern warning. 
The dole system could probably be climinated entirely, if every 
person in this country had a real, earnest, humble, Christian desire 
to work. 

The order of God is “In the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat 
bread”, and yet the attitude that seems to be so prevalent is ex- 
actly the opposite. We are all guilty. Out for coffee, out for a 
moke, one unloading, four looking on. Delivery man expecting 

TIl deliver Mr. So and So's first, because he tips fifteen 
‘ou tip only five. Boys and girls clerking in stores, or 
mowing lawns, seem to expect wages of specialists. Little girls 
cleaning house, pushing the dirt under the rug, avoiding taking 
it to the garbage pail. Laughable, yet it is serious business. 
What is the world coming to if everybody stops working. Forget 
the attitude that big money is mine regardless of how I get it. 
The judgment of God is that which we should fear when we fail 
to give an honest days’ work, not the foreman, nor the inspector, 
but God only. God's world will keep moving if our work is a 
part of all His work that needs to be done and when working 
remember that when Paul was writing to Timothy he used these 
words “Do your best to present yourself to God as one approved, 
| a workman who has no need to be ashamed, rightly handling the 
work of truth.” ;
